2. Micron receives electric utility services from Idaho Power (“Idaho Power”) as a
Special Contract customer. Micron is Idaho Power’s single largest customer. Micron also
participated in the Idaho Power Integrated Resource Plan Advisory Council. Idaho Power’s 2019
Integrated Resource Plan filing is intended to identify a preferred resource portfolio that will enable
Idaho Power to reliably serve its customers over the 20-year planning period. Numerous
assumptions were made about what will occur during the 20-year planning period. The outcome
of this proceeding may impact Idaho Power’s rates for service and ability to reliably serve Micron.

The
nature and quality of evidence which Micron will introduce is dependent upon the nature and effect
of other evidence in this proceeding.

4. Granting Micron’s Petition to Intervene will not unduly broaden the issues, nor will
it prejudice any party to this case.

8. Without the opportunity to intervene herein, Micron would be without adequate

means of participation in this proceeding that may have a material impact on its electric rates and

terms and conditions of service.
